MEXIGAN AGENT} 
DAYS INTEREST 


HAS ARRIVED 


(By. Universal Service) 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—“Arleno M. 
Elias, financial agent of the gov 
ernment of Mexico, from. his office 
in New York .City tonight issued 
a statement showing that the in- 
terest for the second half of 1926 
is now ready. He stated: 

“It is my pleasure to announce 
at the financial agent of the Mexi- 
can government in the United 
States that the committee of bank- 
ers who are~entrusted with the 
payment of interest on the bonds 
of the Republic. of Mexico have 
had placed at their disposal by the 
Mexican government funds*to ap- 
ply to the second half yearly pay- 
ment of interest. This committee 
already paid the half 
interest from the’ funds 
which{ were placed in their hands 
from January 1, 1926, to June 30, 
1926. |This latest po il that

arrmigement made ‘es ny. govern- 
ment with the committee of bonds }, 
holders. 

“These sums for the payment of 
interest twice a year are placed 
monthly at the disposal cf the 
committee. In spite of all the 
attempts to injure the credit of the 
Mexican government by the report! 
of an economic boycott carried on 
by a small dis-affected group of 
people, the economic conditions | 
of Mexico haye not been injured | 
in the least. Mexico’s revenue | 
does not come through the spend- 
ings of a few rich people on lux- 
uries. As a matter of fact, these 
people who have gained _ their 
wealth through the toil of the 
Mexican masses spend it. mostly 
in foreign countries.
